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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (claims 1 -9) in the reply filed on 
28 May 2008 is acknowledged. Claims 1-11 are pending in the application. Claims 10 
and 1 1 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being 
drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the point where light for the optical analysis passes 
through" in lines 6-7. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim 
since no such point is previously defined. 

Claims 2-9 are dependent upon claim 1 and are rejected for the above reasons. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 



(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 



3. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Loscher et al (US 2002/0031 449 A1 ) in view of Konishi et al (US 6,835,440 B1 ) and 
Ragusa (WO 97/21089 A1 ; provided by applicant). 

1 , 3, and 5-9: Loscher discloses a multi-well plate of containers having sidewall 
portions 1 and bottom portions 2 for optical analysis of DNA (paragraph [0002]). 
Loscher lacks the express disclosure of the alicyclic resin or a particular surface 
roughness. 

As to the material, Konishi discloses the claimed alicyclic resin (see e.g., the 
Abstract, Col. 4:7-10, and Col. 4:61 to Col. 5:10) and notes the use of such resin 
improves moldability (Col. 4:10-13) and reduces irregularity in luminance (Col. 2:10-12 
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and Col. 4:23-26). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to provide the container of Loscher in the claimed alicyclic 
resin in order to improve moldability and reduce irregularity in luminance. It has been 
held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the 
basis of its suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re 
Leshin, 125USPQ416. 

As to the surface roughness, Ragusa teaches modification of an optical container 
60 with the claimed the surface roughness (see e.g. page 14-15) to reduce background 
fluorescence. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to modify the container of Loscher with the claimed surface 
roughness as taught by Ragusa in order to reduce background fluorescence. 

2: It has been held that, where the only difference between the prior art and the 
claims is a recitation of relative dimensions of the claimed device and a device having 
the claimed relative dimensions would not perform differently than a prior art device, the 
claimed device is not patentably distinct from the prior art device. Gardner v. TEC 
Systems, Inc., 725 F.2d 1338, 220 USPQ 777 (Fed. Cir. 1984), cert, denied, 469 U.S. 
830, 225 USPQ 232 (1984). 

4: Loscher-Konishi-Ragusa discloses the claimed structure in the claimed 
materials and therefore inherently possesses the claimed properties.
